We have audited the accompanying financial statements of the governmental 
activities, the business-type activities, each major fund, and the aggregate 
remaining fund information of the Town of Jefferson, New Hampshire as of and 
for the year ended December 31, 2011, which collectively comprise the Town of 
Jefferson’s basic financial statements as listed in the table of contents. These 
financial statements are the responsibility of the Town of Jefferson’s manage- 
ment. Our responsibility is to express opinions on these financial statements 
based on our audit. 


We conducted our audit in accordance with auditing standards generally accept- 
ed in the United States of America and the standards applicable to financial audits 
contained in Government Auditing Standards, issued by the Comptroller General 
of the United States. Those standards require that we plan and perform the audit 
to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the financial statements are free of 
material misstatement.

Transfer Station Attendants 
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JEFFERSON FIRE DEPARTMENT AND 
EMERGENCY MEDICAL SERVICE 2012 


This past year our departments have seen an increase in our call volume. We 
responded to seventy-one (71) Fire and EMS incidents. We did see an increase in 
motor vehicle accidents and mutual aid assists and our EMS call volume was also 
double from last year. 


We continue to be very pro-active in our community, in which I believe this has 
reduced the number of fire related incidents here in town. Each year we schedule 
the time to visit with our students and staff at the Elementary and the Kids’ 
Connection Schools. This takes place during Fire Prevention Week. We focus our 
programs on fire prevention and fire safety for the younger children, giving talks 
to each classroom, passing out handouts that they can bring home and share with 
their family members. Thank you to the schools and staff for your hospitality; we 
enjoy doing this as it gives a chance to interact with the students. A special thanks 
to Joe Belliveau for setting up the programs and we will see you all again in 
October 2013. 


Our members showed their pride in participating in our home town 4th of July 
parade, and at the Lancaster Parade of Lights that was held at the closing of Fire 
Prevention Week. Our members also helped oversee the fireworks at the Waumbek 
Golf Course. This year’s display was put on by Sherri Anderson and her crew, of 
Anderson Pyrotechnics from Milan. They put on a terrific show and it was well 
attended. Throughout the year our members help other organizations here in town 
in any way we are asked, it is good that we can work well together. 


This year, we are asking by warrant article to replace our 1977 walk-in support 
van with a new walk-in support van. This van will have a new 2013 Ford F59 com- 
mercial chassis with a new 2013 Morgan Olson body. The chassis will be purchased 
through North Country Ford in Lancaster, built by the Ford motor company, deliv- 
ered to the Morgan Olson Company, where the body will be installed, and when 
completed will be delivered here to the department. This vehicle will be built in 
Sturgis, Michigan. We are asking for $56,000.00 which will come from the fire 
department capital reserve fund. This will cover the entire cost of this vehicle, and 
we thank you in advance for your support on the warrant article. 


I know each year I enclose our safety tips section, but I feel that this is very 
important to all of us, and I feel they have helped over the years as our major inci- 
dent here in town has decreased. And please, should any resident have any con- 
cerns about fire safety and prevention, feel free to contact us. 

We all must take fire safety seriously. Each year thousands of people are injured 
or killed, with property damage in the millions across the country. 

Each year these safety tips are in this report. I feel they are a good refresher, 
and a safe home is all our responsibility. 


1. Fire Safety Is Fire Prevention. 


How safe is your home? This can be simple things, such as not overloading 
extension cords and maintaining our heating systems by having them cleaned and 
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inspected yearly. Burn wood? With the high price of fuel oil, more people are 
returning to alternate heating sources. Please have your wood stove installation 
approved and inspected. Keep check on creosote build-up in pipes and chimneys 


and disposing of wood ashes properly. Improperly disposed wood ashes 
have caused fatalities and thousands of dollars in damages every year. 
Start by placing them in a metal container, take them outside and wet 
them down. Never place in a cardboard box or plastic container! Do not 
leave them in your home, or bring them back into your home! 

Do not operate any unapproved, unvented heating system in the home. Never 
leave combustible items near any heating system. Make sure all vents for any 
heating system, dryer vents, doors leading to the outside are clear and clean, espe- 
cially during the winter months. Always use open fire safely and responsibly. We 
should all have a check list and the entire family can get involved to help make us 
safer. Have an escape plan and practice it often, make sure everyone knows where 
the designated meeting place is. Never return into a building that has some type 
of problem. 


2. Properly Operating Back-Up Generators 


As we all know from time to time we do lose power here in town. If we should 
have to rely on a generator to get by until the power is restored, please never run 
the generator in an enclosed area, meaning basements or garages. Refuel only 
after the generator has cooled down, and do not try to run more items than the 
generator is rated for. If you are using a transfer switch in your home, ensure it 
has been wired properly as this can cause dangerous feedback into the system. 


3. Smoke/Co2 Alarms 


We cannot stress this enough. Every home needs to have adequate Smoke 
Alarms and Carbon Monoxide Detectors. These are our first defense should 
something go wrong. These need to be in all living areas. Test all you may have 
once a month. Change your clocks, change your batteries. Have at least 2 working 
ABC fire extinguishers easily accessible and know how to use them. If you need 
help in installing a detector, or how many you should have and proper placement, 
please feel free to contact any member of the department. 


4. The Only Number To Call For Fire, EMS, Police Is 911. 


Keep this number and all Emergency Numbers posted near your phones. Teach 
your younger children the necessity of this number and only use when there is an 
emergency. Never let a small problem become a large one, and never feel you are 
bothering us. This is a service we provide our residents 24 hours a day. 


5. Make Sure Your House Number Is Visible. 


The number issued to your home is your responsibility, please be sure your 
number is in good condition and visible from the road. This will help us and other 
agencies find you that much faster should you need that service. 


6. Permits For Outside Fires. 


In accordance with the laws of New Hampshire Forests and Lands, any outdoor 
fire requires a written permit, when conditions allow. You must obtain a permit 
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for campfires, and to burn brush. Permits are not required for charcoal and gas 
grills. Permits are only good for the time they are issued for. No exceptions. Any 
type of fire to do with wood requires a permit. No written permit is needed when 
there is adequate snow on the ground, covering the area completely where you 
wish to burn in. If you are not sure of the snow requirements, please call a permit 
issuer first, it might save a lot of aggravation later and it is also a good idea to call 
a permit issuer and advise us so we can call it into our dispatch center. This 
lessens the possibility of a well meaning citizen making an unnecessary 911 call. 


It is Against The Law to Burn Any Type of Household Trash. This Act is 
Punishable By Fines. The transfer station will accept all our separated trash. 
Please call Forest Fire Warden Larry Wells, or any Deputy Warden for any ques- 
tions you may have. 


Knowing what to do during an emergency may have a better ending in a bad 
situation. For our residents, the fire department, free of charge is willing to give 
your home a safety inspection, or please contact us with any concerns you may 
have. 


I will take this time to extend my appreciation to our members who serve these 
departments and our community. Thank you for giving up free and family time to 
attend meetings, train, to accept the call of duty 365 days, 24 hours a day, and 
strive to give the best possible emergency services we can. I am grateful to have 
such dedicated people on these departments. Be proud members, you serve your 
community well. We are thankful for the continued support we receive from the 
Board of Selectmen and from our community members and to all the past mem- 
bers who helped make the department what it is today. 


Thank you to NHDOT District 1 Lancaster, for our fire department dispatching 
and assistance, and our mutual aid members for assisting us when we need it. 
Also thanks to Weeks Hospital for your EMS dispatching, and Lancaster Fire 
Department for ambulance service.

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REPORT OF FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


Your local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department, and the State of New 
Hampshire Division of Forests & Lands, work collaboratively to reduce the 
risk and frequency of wildland fires in New Hampshire. To help us assist you, 
please contact your local Forest Fire Warden or Fire Department to determine 
if a permit is required before doing ANY outside burning. Under State law 
(RSA 227-L:17) a fire permit is required for all outside burning, unless the 
ground is completely covered with snow. The New Hampshire Department of 
Environmental Services also prohibits the open burning of household waste. 
Citizens are encouraged to contact the local fire department or DES at 603- 
271-1370 or www.des.state.nh.us for more information. Safe open burning 
requires diligence and responsibility. Help us to protect New Hampshire’s for- 
est resources. For more information please contact the Division of Forests & 
Lands at (603) 271-2214, or online at www.nhdfl.org. 


Due to a record warm winter and little snow, our first fire occurred on 
February 4th with several more early fires to follow. Normally a large per- 
centage of the warm windy days with low humidity occur when the ground is 
saturated from a long snow covered winter. By the time the surface fuels and 
ground dry out enough to burn, we only have a few weeks until “green up”. 
This year however we had an extended period of these favorable spring fire 
conditions. Our largest fire in the state was 86 acres. The average size fire 
was .6 acres. Extensive summer rains kept total acreage burned to near nor- 
mal levels. 


As has been the case over the last few years, state budget constraints have 
limited the staffing of our statewide system of 16 fire lookout towers to Class 
III or higher fire danger days. Despite the reduction in the number of days 
staffed, our fire lookouts are credited with keeping most fires small and sav- 
ing several structures due to their quick and accurate spotting capabilities. 
The towers fire spotting was supplemented by the NH Civil Air Patrol when 
the fire danger was especially high. Several of the fires during the 2012 sea- 
son threatened structures, a constant reminder that forest fires burn more 
than just trees. Please help Smokey Bear, your local fire department, and the 
state’s Forest Rangers by being fire wise and fire safe!

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2012 JEFFERSON LIBRARY BUILDING 
COMMITTEE REPORT 


After 30 years of wrestling with the issue, Jefferson has the opportunity and 
is well positioned to revitalize its library. As you know, we have researched a 
number of land parcels over the past 5 years. Our goal was to find a cost effec- 
tive location for the community now, while assuring the needs of Jefferson will 
be served for many generations to come. We are happy to report we’ve found 
what we've been looking for, and invite you to share our enthusiasm. 


The location we’ve chosen, situated at the corner of Route 2 & North Road, 
was owned for many years by Matthew and Helen Vaitl. The committee has 
entered in a tentative agreement with their niece, based on the outcome at 
town meeting, to purchase this 3% acre parcel for Jefferson’s new library. We 
feel fortunate to have found this lot, as the potential for the library’s programs 
on it are limitless. We’ve negotiated a purchase price of $52,000, reasonable 
we believe for the land itself, but also significantly less than developmental 
costs we’ve been confronted with for other tracts during our research. 


With the forward thinking of Jefferson voters, the funds needed for this 
purchase are already on hand in capital reserve, no additional taxes are need- 
ed. In addition, the acquisition of the land, combined with the remaining cap- 
ital reserve provides almost $240,000 in leverage needed to secure matching 
erants for the actual building project. Ownership of the land, however, is cru- 
cial for any grant funding. 


Your library is about more than just books, the advent of the Internet and 
digital era didn’t make books obsolete, but it does bring more patron visits 
from those without Internet access or the means to afford it. This ability to 
assure equal access to information has made libraries more relevant than 
ever. Also, as society changes with the fading of organizations such as the 
Grange, Odd Fellows and others, libraries continue on as a gathering place for 
the hosting of programs, meetings, exhibits of local talent, etc. In short, 
they’ve become the social and cultural hub of our communities; and their ser- 
vices are available to every resident. 


Currently our library has over 450 cardholders. In 2012 there were more 
than 1864 individual visits to the building, with patrons borrowing in excess 
of 3100 items, 632 of which were lent to children. 24 children’s programs were 
offered, attendance for those topped 200. All of this occurred in a building with 
no running water and difficult access for a number of citizens. 


A big highlight for the committee during our visits of newly built libraries 
was the sense of community pride and ownership these projects instilled. At 
one time each of these communities was in the position Jefferson now finds 
itself. They realized the quality of the public library has an effect on the per- 
ception one has of a community. It’s an important part of the overall picture, 
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telling new individuals and businesses we care about education and the qual- 
ity of life in our town. 


While we realize this project is a big one for Jefferson, we feel the goals are 
attainable. It is, however, critical to secure ownership of the land now. This 
property is available to us now, we may never have another opportunity. We 
have considered, researched and evaluated numerous properties over the past 
5 years; none have had the potential of this one. 


Voting in favor of the land purchase will assure a very busy 2013 for your 
library committee. It will allow us to continue our work with the architects, 
adjusting our building plans to this lot. Numerous fundraising avenues will 
be explored, grants will be researched, and we'll start the legwork and plan- 
ning for a capital fundraising drive. Our goal is to bring you a proposal and 
timeline for a new library at next year’s town meeting. 


We have enjoyed our work on this committee. It’s exciting to see the poten- 
tial for enhancing Jefferson’s quality of life, image and sense of community. 
We'd like to take this opportunity to thank you for your interest, support, and 
encouragement over the years. Also, we’d like to invite you to participate by 
sharing your ideas and talents with us on this project.

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2012 LIBRARY REPORT 


We want to thank everyone who has contributed to the library in the past 
year. This includes: books and material donations, donations of monetary 
amounts, volunteering your time by supporting programs, getting involved in 
fund-raising events or attending meetings. We want to thank you for recog- 
nizing the importance of the library’s role in providing the opportunity for 
“knowledge and learning...essential to the preservation of a free government.” 
(RSA 202-A:1). A special thanks needs to go out to Sally Brooks, Maeve Cyr, 
Jeremy & Emma Dean, Diane Heath, Suzanne Gaetjens-Oleson, Leslie 
Seppalla, and Muddy Paw Sled Dog Kennel for volunteering time and/or sup- 
plies for our Children’s Programs. 


This year we received two grants to help with our children’s programming 
and collection. The Kids Books and the Arts Grant allowed Peter Boie, 
Magician for Non-Believers to perform for our Summer Reading Program. 
This was funded by the Byrne Foundation, CHILIS, the Cogswell Benevolent 
Trust, the New Hampshire Library Association, and the New Hampshire 
State Library. The Children’s Literacy Foundation (CliF) awarded us a Rural 
Library Grant that allowed us to pick out two thousand dollars worth of books 
for the children, juvenile and young adult collection. In addition, Duncan 
McDougall of CliF did a storytime presentation at the library to approxi- 
mately fifteen pre-schoolers. Each child received two books to take home and 
each child care provider was able to choose approximately ten books for their 
libraries. Both of these grants were a wondeful boost for Jefferson’s children’s 
programming and collection and helped to reinforce the importance of books 
and reading for all children. 


The library has subscribed to and can now offer our library patrons access 
to the New Hampshire Downloadable Book (NHDB) consortium. This gives 
library patrons acesss to downloadable audio and e-books in the state collec- 
tion. If you have an e-reader, PC, Mac, tablet, android device, or mp3 player 
you can borrow up to 3 books at time from the NHDB for 14 days. To access 
this service you must be a Jefferson Public Library patron with a library card 
that has a barcode. 


The library still offers high speed wireless internet access to patrons who 
bring in their laptops or tablets to the library as well as three public access 
computers (1 dedicated to kids in the children’s room). We also have a copier 
and wireless printer available to the public. Our collection contains several 
newspaper subscriptions and a variety of magazine subscriptions as well as 
audio books and movies. We are constantly taking suggestions on how to 
make the collection more useful for our patrons. 


The Friends of the Library continued their financial support of the library 
with newspaper and magazine subscriptions, and other programs, including 
the summer reading events. They support the library with various fundrais- 
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ers including the community calendar. We appreciate all their help and 
encourage the community to support their efforts on our behalf. Please stop in 
and become a member of Friends, volunteers are always welcome. 


Jefferson’s Crocheting & Knitting Group and Historical Society continues to 
use the library as a weekly meeting location. The Cook and Book club obtains 
books from NH Book Bag Program and meets every two months to discuss a 
new book. Library programming ideas are always welcome. 


Our library is open to every member of our community and surrounding 
communities as well. If you are unable to physically access the building feel 
free to contact us for assistance by phone at 586-7791 or by email at lookit- 
up@ne.rr.com.

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REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


The Jefferson Planning Board held seventeen meetings this past year. One 
boundary line adjustment of properties and two mergers of lots were 
approved. The Board also had a lengthy consultation on a subdivision of prop- 
erty. Throughout their deliberations Board members have tried to keep to this 
purpose: to avoid scattered and premature subdivision of land and to provide 
for the harmonious development of the municipality and its environs in gen- 
eral, which will create conditions favorable to health, safety, convenience, and 
prosperity while avoiding an excessive expenditure of public funds for the sup- 
ply of public services. 


Susan Griffin and Gordon Rebello ably served as Chairman and Vice- 
Chairman for the past year. Board members include Michael Meehan, 
Charles Muller, Vernon Matson, and Jeffery Young. Jason Call continues to 
serve as an alternate. This past year Donna Reinheimer Laurent was also 
appointed to the Board as an alternate. A representative from the Board of 
Selectmen, currently Kevin Meehan, serves on the Planning Board as well. 
Charlene Wheeler continues to serve as secretary to the Board. Currently, 
there are openings for alternate members on the Board. Citizens who may be 
interested in serving the Town in this capacity are encouraged to contact the 
Town office for information. 


The Board has also worked many hours reviewing and revising the Land 
Use Ordinance and the Subdivision Procedures and Regulations. During the 
year representatives from the Planning Board and Selectmen met with offi- 
cials from the New Hampshire Office Energy and Planning and the Federal 
Emergency Management Agency to aid in revising the town’s Floodplain 
Development Ordinance. After a hearing, the Board approved these revisions 
which were approved by voters at town meeting. A new section 6.14 was 
added to the Subdivision Procedures and Regulations resulting from revisions 
to the proposed Floodplain Development Ordinance which adds requirements 
to subdivision applications. Property owners in the town would not qualify for 
flood insurance unless these revisions were adopted. The Planning Board also 
reviewed their by-laws, the town’s Master Plan and Capital Improvement 
Plan. Review and revisions are an ongoing process and input from citizens of 
the town is welcomed. The currently updated documents are available at the 
town office for anyone to read. 

Members of the Planning Board and the Board secretary attended the 2012 
local officials workshop held in Lancaster this past May. It was presented by 
the NH Local Government Center’s Legal Service attorneys. Board members 
continue to expand their working knowledge of the state’s planning regula- 
tions. 

The Planning Board meets on the second and fourth Tuesday of each month 
in the town office. All meetings are open to the public and the Board encour- 
ages anyone who is interested to attend.

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The Jefferson Planning Board, pursuant to RSA 674:39-aa (Each munici- 
pality shall publish this notice in its 2011 through 2015 annual reports.), 
is giving notice to property owners in Jefferson of the following infor- 
mation regarding involuntary merged lots: 


674:39-aa Restoration of Involuntarily Merged Lots. - 

I. In this section: 

(a) “Involuntary merger” and “involuntarily merged” mean lots merged by 
municipal action for zoning, assessing, or taxation purposes without the consent 
of the owner. 

(b) “Owner” means the person or entity that holds legal title to the lots in 
question, even if such person or entity did not hold legal title at the time of the 
involuntary merger. 

(c) “Voluntary merger” and “voluntarily merged” mean a merger under RSA 
674:39-a, or any overt action or conduct that indicates an owner regarded said lots 
as merged such as, but not limited to, abandoning a lot line. 

II. Lots or parcels that were involuntarily merged prior to September 18, 2010 
by a city, town, county, village district, or any other municipality, shall at the 
request of the owner, be restored to their premerger status and all zoning and tax 
maps shall be updated to identify the premerger boundaries of said lots or parcels 
as recorded at the appropriate registry of deeds, provided: 

(a) The request is submitted to the governing body prior to December 31, 
2016. 

(b) No owner in the chain of title voluntarily merged his or her lots. If any 
owner in the chain of title voluntarily merged his or her lots, then all subsequent 
owners shall be estopped from requesting restoration. The municipality shall have 
the burden of proof to show that any previous owner voluntarily merged his or her 
lots. 

ITI. All decisions of the governing body may be appealed in accordance with the 
provisions of RSA 676. 

IV. Any municipality may adopt local ordinances, including ordinances enacted 
prior to the effective date of this section, to restore previously merged properties 
that are less restrictive than the provisions in paragraph I and II. 

V. The restoration of the lots to their premerger status shall not be deemed to 
cure any non-conformity with existing local land use ordinances. 

VI. Municipalities shall post a notice informing residents that any involuntari- 
ly merged lots may be restored to premerger status upon the owner’s request. 
Such notice shall be posted in a public place no later than January 1, 2012 and 
shall remain posted through December 31, 2016. Each municipality shall also 
publish the same or similar notice in its 2011 through 2015 annual reports.

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REPORT OF THE ZONING BOARD OF APPEAL 


The Jefferson Zoning Board of Appeal held five meetings this past year. The 
Board, which usually schedules meetings for the second Thursday of the month, 
only meets when an application for an appeal is received requesting a variance, a 
special exception, or an appeal from an administrative decision. 


A variance is an authorization, which may be granted under special circum- 
stances, to use your property in a way that is not permitted under the strict terms 
of the Land use Ordinance. Certain sections of the Land Use Ordinance provide 
that a particular use of property will be permitted by special exception if specific 
conditions are met. Some examples of permitted uses by special exception are 
operating a business, a clinic, or telecommunication facilities. 


Anyone wishing to erect a new building or any landowner wanting to add on to 
or to modify an existing building must apply to the Selectmen for permission to 
build. The Selectmen will then study the case and, if it is not in violation of the 
Land Use Ordinance, will give written permission, or in any instance requiring 
subdivision, will refer the application to the Planning Board. In the case where 
the construction will be in violation of the Land Use Ordinance, the Selectmen 
must deny permission and will so notify the applicant in writing. At this time, if 
the applicant so desires, he or she may apply to the Zoning Board of Adjustment 
for a variance or special exception. The applicant will be given the forms and 
instructions for applying to the Board and will be told when the Board meets. 


Also if you have been denied a permit, or are affected by some other decision 
regarding the administration of the Jefferson Land Use Ordinance, and you 
believe that the decision was made in error under the provisions of the ordinance, 
you may appeal the decision to the Board of Adjustment. The appeal will be grant- 
ed if you can show that the decision was indeed in error. 


Appeals by an abutter objecting to decisions made by the Zoning Board of Appeal 
more than a year ago which allowed the construction of the Cellular One telecom- 
munications tower on Bray Hill were finally resolved. Both the Superior Court 
and the NH Supreme Court upheld the Board’s decisions and the tower continues 
to operate. 


Kim Perry and Jason Call again ably served as Chairman and Vice-Chairman, 
respectively for the past year. Board members include Thomas Walker, Burleigh 
Wyman, and Kricket Ingerson. Charlene Wheeler serves as the Board’s secretary. 
Currently, there are openings for alternate members on the Board to fill. Citizens 
who may be interested in serving the town in this capacity are encouraged to con- 
tact the town office for information.

2012 ANNUAL REPORT OF DISTRICT ACTIVITIES 


The AVRRDD 2012 Budget apportionment for our member municipalities 
totaled $420,900. A surplus of $322,063.45 from the 2011 budget was used to 
reduce apportionments with a net budget of $98,836.55. The net budget was 
reduced further with seventy-five percent (75%) of each member’s share being 
covered by the Mt. Carberry Landfill Budget. The proportionate share of the 
credit for the Town of Jefferson was $16,287.56 reducing your gross appor- 
tionment of $18,058.53 to $1,770.97 with twenty-five percent (25%) or $442.74 
being billed. Preliminary reconciliation of the 2013 budget shows a surplus of 
approximately $201,250.90 being available to credit toward 2013 apportion- 
ments. In addition, for 2013, member municipalities will not be billed for their 
net apportionment with that amount being covered by the Mt. Carberry 
Landfill Budget. 


Our Materials Recycling Facility processed a total of 1,637.95 tons of recy- 
clables, for the period January 1, 2012 through December 31, 2012, repre- 
senting $193,998.11 of marketing income to the District. 


For calendar year 2012, our Transfer Station received 2,845 deliveries from 
District residents for a total of 766.52 tons of bulky waste and construction 
and demolition debris. In addition, our 306 commercial accounts delivered 
284.41 tons of bulky waste and construction and demolition debris and 259.12 
tons of wood. Recycling at the Transfer Station consisted of 994.03 tons of 
wood that was processed through a grinder, 216.72 tons of scrap metal, 215.28 
tons of leaf and yard waste and 234.38 tons of brush which was chipped with 
the District owned chipper. In addition, 318 refrigerators/air conditioners; 444 
propane tanks; 5,278 tires; 27,377 feet of fluorescent bulbs; 411 fluorescent U 
tubes and HID lamps; 609 pounds of ballasts and 72.49 tons of electronics 
were recycled. We also received 1,740 gallons of waste oil from our residents 
which was used in our waste oil furnace to heat the recycling center. Transfer 
Station recycling income totaled $37,230.50. On March 4, 2012, the District 
took over operations (from FERCO Recycling, Inc.) of the District owned 
Recycling Center and Transfer Station. 


Election of officers was held at the District Annual Meeting in April 2012: 
Linda Cushman of Jefferson was re-elected Chairman; Ray Aube of Randolph 
was re-elected Vice Chairman and Clara Grover of Errol was re-elected 
Secretary-Treasurer. Other District Representatives are: Raymond Holt of 
Dummer, Yves Zornio of Gorham, Michael Rozek of Berlin, Paul Grenier for 
the Coos County Unincorporated Places, Richard Lamontagne of Milan, 
Michael Phillips of Northumberland and George Bennett of Stark. 
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In June, the District conducted its twenty-first annual Household 
Hazardous Waste Collection Day. The collection was held at the District 
Transfer Station with 317 households participating. The project was funded 
through the District Household Hazardous Waste Fund with a $25,000 pay- 
ment from the Mt. Carberry Landfill Budget. No assessment was made to the 
District communities. In addition, a grant from the State of New Hampshire 
reimbursed the District at seventeen and one-half cents ($.175) per capita. 
The next Household Hazardous Waste Collection Day will be held Saturday, 
June 1, 2013 at the District Transfer Station. 


2012 was the tenth year of operations for the AVRRDD - Mt. Carberry 
Landfill. Since purchasing the landfill in December 2002, no assessments 
have been made to the District municipalities for Mt. Carberry Landfill oper- 
ations, with income raised through landfill tipping fees covering operating 
expenses. The landfill is operated, under contract with the District, by 
Cianbro Corp.

In August 2011 the Town dedicated its new unfinished baseball field to Forrest 
Hicks who had coached our youth baseball and basketball teams for more than 30 
years.

Volunteer Caregivers 


First off thank you Board of Selectmen and Jefferson voters for supporting Caleb 
Caregivers with a continued appropriation to keep services for Seniors living inde- 
pendently intact for another year. 


We are renewing our request for a $2,000 appropriation to continue our operations. 
We have made some budget economies for this calendar year including cutting the 
director’s time by a third and we are looking for more economical office space, per- 
haps shared with another service organization. 


As the US Congress considers sequestration activities focused on trimming domes- 
tic/social programs we believe community services such as Caleb’s will become even 
more in demand by seniors living on a very limited income. 


For the past year our 70 or so volunteers contributed about 2,000 hours of service, 
travelled 23,000 miles covering about 2,300 trips. As our mission statement reads: 
Caleb will increase Senior’s access to health care, enhance independent living 
and reduce isolation primarily through transportation and visitation. We 
offer both transportation and visitation (one-on-one) daily telephone reassurance and 
our volunteers deliver Commodity Foods to those unable to get to distribution spots. 


Our services are provided free to seniors 60+ in the towns of Carroll, Bethlehem, 
Dalton, Groveton, Jefferson, Lancaster, Littleton and Whitefield. 


In addition to your town’s appropriation we are supported by generous contribu- 
tions to our Annual Appeal, from various parishes spanning the Faith Community, 
from grants from the Bishop’s Charitable Assistance Fund, the Neil and Louise 
Tillotson Fund, Granite United Way and other individuals and corporate entities. 


There are several methods to calculate Caleb’s value to the community. The tried and 
true method is to multiply the hours times the nationally established value of $19.60 for 
a volunteer hour in the social and community service realm. However we prefer to use 
the newer, and we believe more accurate method, which calculates the billable charge for 
medical appointments (70% of our transportation trips are for medical appointments). 
Using this method and considering we have transported for eye surgeries, chemothera- 
py and specialists’ visits as distant as Dartmouth Hitchcock and the VA Hospital in 
Jamaica Plains, Mass. The Caleb contributions comes to nearly $500,000. 


Yet another method is to consider the number of Caleb clients that we keep from 
premature admissions to long-term care facilities (where costs run $70,000 a year 
and up to $160,000) maintaining them in their own homes living independently and 
certainly costing far less. 


We could not continue our work without your support and look forward to a strong 
relationship with the Seniors in your community.

2012 Director’s Report 
Northern Human Services 
White Mountain Mental Health 
Common Ground 


This year White Mountain Mental Health has provided 290.34 hours of outpa- 
tient mental health services to 18 Jefferson residents who were either uninsured 
or underinsured. In addition Common Ground has spent 38,560 hours supporting 
citizens of Coos County with a developmental disability to live full lives. These 
numbers do not include the many people seen at the local hospitals for emergency 
care. 


This year has been a particularly busy one for our emergency services clini- 
cians. Our 24/7 service has seen a dramatic increase in the number of people 
requiring emergency mental health assessments, both in our offices and at the 
local hospital emergency rooms. This change may be related to the difficult econ- 
omy and the resulting increase in depression, anxiety, family problems and sub- 
stance abuse. As the number of people requiring hospitalization has increased, the 
beds available at New Hampshire hospitals have decreased, leaving many people 
who have been found in need of emergency psychiatric hospitalization in the local 
hospital for hours or even days. The resulting increase in demands on our staff 
and the personnel at the local hospitals has been substantial. Two clinicians are 
occupied full-time daily handling unscheduled emergency situations. During 
nights and weekends we provide an on-call clinician and a psychiatrist to support 
local residents and local emergency rooms. 


As citizens of a town from whom we request financial support, you may not 
expect to need psychiatric care. Like physical health emergencies, n one “chooses” 
to find themselves or their family member at the emergency room dealing with a 
mental health crisis, but it is crucial that mental health professionals are avail- 
able when the need arises. Your support of Northern Human Services will contin- 
ue to assure that we are available when you need us. 


Perhaps you or your family have benefited from our services. We are the “safe- 
ty net” for North Country residents who are uninsured or underinsured. The good 
news is that our towns support allows their residents to access services that are 
provided by highly competent mental health professionals at a fraction of the full 
cost. Our developmental services program, Common Ground, provides homes, jobs 
and support to more than 100 persons with a developmental disability. We thank 
you in advance for continuing to help us make these services available.
